J\ ^tronomers tell us that the day 
iust come when tho earth will, like 
tho inoon, wheel through the heavens 
• dead and barren ball of matter—air- 
less, wiiterless, lifeless. But long, long 
before that time man will be extinct, 
will have disappeared so utterly that 
uot so much as the bleached sUeletoii 
ot a human being will be visible on all 
the millions of square miles of the 
surface of this planet. 


Unless by some huge and universal 


cataclysm tlie whole race Is swept at 
once into eternity it is but reasonable 
to suppose that man, like any other 
race of animals, will disappear slowly 
and that eventually tltere will lie but 
a single human being left—some old. 
old man, gray headed and bearded, nnd 
left to wander alone In a solitude that 
may be imagined, but not described. 


How will he die, this last relic of 


the teeming millions that once trans- 
formed the face of tho globe and ruled 
undisputed masters of every other liv- 
ing thing? There are many fates that 
may befall him. He may go mad with 
the horror of loneliness aj<l himself 
end his own miserable existence. Hi? 
may be eaten by the vast reptiles or 
giant Insects which will then probably 
Infest the solitudes. 


But his fate may be far weirder and 


more dreadful. Scientists say that, as 
we burn the coal and timber we are 
still .so richly supplied with, vve let 
loose into the atmospheie an ever In- 
creasing volume of carbShlc acid gas.

keel and the abysma! sliine beneath, 
There, hopelessly digging In the ever 
drying inud, he must perish and leave 
his bones to parch on a waterless 
planet. 


The antarctic polar ice cap has been 


growing thicker and hcavlor for un- 
counted ages. The distance from the 
south pole to the edge of this Ice cap is 
1,400 miles. The Ice rises steadily from 
the edge to tho center. At that center 
it cannot be less than 12 miles In thick- 
ness—twice as thick as Mount Everest 
Is high.

gantic mass of water and Ice that will 
come sweeping up north overthe oceans 
and continents of the earth! Where, 
then, will the last man breathe his 
final gasp? 
High up In the snows of 


some great range he wll! parish miser- 
ably of cold and starvation, looking 
down on a huge shallow sea, beneath 
whose tossing waters will lie the whole 
of the races of the world. 


Or last, and perhaps dreariest fate of 


all, the human race may outlive other 
mammals and last until tbe sun, as 
some day It must, grows dull and cold 
and vegetation dies from the chilled 
earth. 
The miserable remnant of 


earth's people must then slowly die out 
after ages of an existence to which 
that of the Eskimo of today is n para- 
dise.

The JOUBSAL of the 24th inst, con- 


tained an article on the Philippine 
question, in wbmb article it was aster- 
tair.ed that the war forces of tbe 
United States are rightfully on the 
islands because of our sovereign right 
to theislands. When we have learned 
tbat we are rightfully in possession 
through sovengn authority, the con- 
tinued possession of the islands under 
that authority resolves itself into a 
question of policy. 


There will ba a conflict of opinion 


upon toe policy of retaiaing 
the 


islnuds as United States territory and 
if retained the conditions under which 
they should be retained will be a cause 
of contention before the people. 


Upon tbe queetion of holding the 


islands as an integral part of the 
United States there will be a diver- 
gance of opinion npon an affirmative 
position demanding retention. 


Should we take precedent into con- 


sideration when forming au opinion 
npon tbe question of retention and act 
npon it, the islands will be retained, 
subject to the sovereign power of 
Uncle Sam. Should precedent not be 
taken into consideration with a policy 
of retention when public opinion is 
forrnad, the islands will be retained 
because of a humane principle that is 
largely developed in tbe people. 


It ia not recorded in history that any 


cation has by voluntary action sur- 
rendered any of its territory to make 
an independent nation last might be 
in opposition to the creating power 
the day after its creation, possessed of 
•11 the rights of an independent power 
•nd we are of the opinion that the 
United States will not furnish a prece- 
dent that other nations will follow by 
a voluntary surrender of its sovereign 
rigbt'over the Philippines and if it 
does not surrender its sovereignty 
over the islands there will not be au 
Independent Philippines republic to be 
included in the future in the empin 
of some Europe in power. The people 
will never consent to Bbaudon the 
Philippines to be gathered into the 
fold of dependencies of Great Britiari 
or other nation to swell its empire as 
tbe Transvaal is sought to be included 
in tbe British empire. 


The people of the United State?, with 


ar object lesson before them, will not 
consent by a voluntary surrender of 
sovereign right that would leave the 
door o'pen for some other nation to 
enter and repeat upon the islands tbe 
work that is goiug forward upon the 
Transvaal and Orange Free State. 


Tbe Filipinos are a weak people 


when compared with the great poweie 
of tbe earth, who are going about like 
roaring lions seeking whom they may 
devour, that would 
be npon some 


pretext taken into the insatiate maw 
of a European power. 


Should we be correct in our con' 


clusiou that the people will not con 
sent to a surrender of tbe sovereign 
authority of the United States over 
tbe Philippines, there will be remain 
ing to be disposed of by them a quee- 
tion that will include the mode ol 
government-which should be applied 
to the islands tbat will fully represent 
our theory of government. 


In the question tnat will arise npon 


tbe mode of government to be applied 
that tvill beat represent our theory o: 
government, will be included 
tbe 


principle of government by consent of 
the govftrnftrj, finntfliripd in tbe Deolar 
ation of Independence, which principle 
must be and will be maintained by tbe 
people upon a humane principle tbat 
la fall of life and activity in the form 
of an underlying conviction tbat wil 
eve? maintain the right when it ii 
understood, against political parties 
politicians and philosophical theorist? 
which underlying principle is tbe sou 
principle in man that is too seldom 
recognized when an advanced civihza 
tion is under review. 


Woe'u we have seen that the sacred 


principle to Americans contained in 
the Declaration of Independence wil 
be maintained as a result of tbe cnn 
science of tbe people, winch may be 
termed our national conscience, the 
question is presented for solution re- 
specting the way that it will bo carried 
into effect and the means tbat should 
be used to clear the way for the appli- 
cattOB of the principle, which la the 
pre-ejuoent principle contained in the 
declaration when applied to self gov- 
ernment. 


President McKmley is of the opinion 


that the war in the Philippines will be 
closed by February of next year. It is 
hoped thiit the President 4§ right. 
The power of tbe United States will be 
more quickly recognized by the Fili- 
pinos when an army is present thbt 
will conquer Agulnaldo and hold the 
country. 


It is stated that the Filipiuos have 
noiher batch of propositions to m»ke 
o Uaole Sam that were prepared by 
Aguinaldo. When tbe government re- 
tires the agents of the Filipinos and 
rests with them it will include an ad- 
mission of our defea*.

"pidgin English" is almost the only 
medium of communication between 
foreigners and the Chinese, and nliie- 
tcnths o? the enormous business done 
In Cliiua between the English and the 
Chinese is done through this grotesque 
gibberish. Mr. Chester Holcombe, In 
his "Real Chinaman," gives two amus- 
ing anecdotes to show how absurd It 
is.A young foreigner who called upon 
two young ladies, also foreigners, was 
Informed by their Chinese servant 
"that two piecey girlo no can see. 
Number one piecey top side makee 
wasuee, washee. Number two piecey 
go outside, maUee walkee, walkee." 
He meant to say that the elder of the 
two was taking a bath up stairs, and 
the youngest bad gone out. 


When King Kalakaua of the Ha- 


waiian Islands visited Shanghai, he 
occupied a suit of rooms up one flight 
of stairs at the Astor House. Two 
American gentlemen called to pay 
tlioir respects one morning, and, meet- 
ing the proprietor, inquired if the king 
was in. "I will see," replied the land- 
lord, and, shouting to a Chinese serv- 
ant, asked: "Boy! That piecey king 
top side, bad got?" "Hab got," la- 
conically answered the servant. "Gen 
tlemen, bis majesty is in. Pray walk 
up," said the landlord. 


Tlic Tone of Oxford University. 
The atmosphere of culture which per-

c-erity and soundness to a momentar; 
and half cheap, epigrammatic bril- 
liancy of expression. But this is not
